Orinth tis Mettopdlis of FINS to 
the Churches of which this Epiſtle 
| ſtands inſcrib'd, was in the Age of 
the Apoſtles famous for Wealth and 
Learning; the Commodiouſneſs of their Situation 
for Commerce brought them in Abundance of 
Wealth, and this brought in Rhetoricians and 
Philoſophers from every Quarter. And, What 
was yet an higher Commendation of this polite 
and wealthy City, the Inhabitants were, many 
of them, well diſpos'd to receive the Goſj el; 
for, ſo much our Lord himſelf intimate. to 
St. Paul at his firſt coming hither, in a Viſion 
aſſuring him, that he had much People in this 
City, But, in ſo Populous a Place, it is no

wonder if there were found a mixed Multitude, 
if amongſt the well diſpoſed, there were ſome 
that were otherwiſe minded; ſome, eaſy to be 
drawn afide by the Vanity of Philoſophy, or, 
by the popular Rhetoric of falſe Apoſtles, en- 
gaged in Factions for their Paul's, and Apol- 
Joss; ſome ſolicitous to multiply their growing 
Stores, others as induſtrious to diſſipate them, 
in all the Inſtances of riotous and licentious 5 
Living. 5 , 

Theſe are the Shares and Temptatiens which 
ordinarily beſet a proſperous. State; with ſome 
'of theſe. were many, of the Corinthians entan- 
gled, and many more, probably, endangered, 
When the good and careful Phyſician inter- 

os d his Advice to cure, or, at leaſt to ſtop 
Thi growing Evil; for the Factious and Li- 
centious, he appoints the Remedies, and the 
Diſcipline proper to their Caſes, as. in the third 
and fifth Chapters of the firſt Epiſtle; and 
then for ſuch as might doat too much upon 
their Riches, or miſapply them, he prepares 
the elegant and moving Application, of which 
my, Text. 18.4. Fart.

| repreſents the Forwardneſs of thoſe of Mate- 
donia, who, under many Streights, had 7 therr 
F and even beyond their Power, contri- 
buted to the Relief of their Brethren; and had 
been ſo far from needing Exhortation to this, 
that they had, of their own Motion, beſought 
him to receive their Gift, y 4.

I. Firſt then, to abound unto good Works 
is to have a conſtant and forward Diſpoſition 
to do good, and this to expreſs in all Acts of 
Beneficence to all Men, on all Occafions, on

Principles of Faich and Charity, of Faith in 
God, and Love to Mankind: 

This implies, that a Man is to look en 
| himſelf as obliged to do ſome good in his Life; 
not ſent into the World barely to Zake his Pa- 
ftime herein; not born for himſelf, nor to live 
for himſelf, to feek' his own, and that N 1 
every. one his Brother's Wealth. 

And, according to this Mecription, it is 18 
every flaſh of good Nature, or every eaſy: Con- 
ceſſion wrung out by dint of Importunity, or 
force of Example, that deſerves to be accounted 
a juſt Expreſſion of this Duty. It ſhould be al- 
ways the Reſult of a fix'd; and habitual Bene- 
volence, of ſuch a Goodneſs and Tenderneſs of 
Mind as neither wants nor waits fof Provo- 
cation, but is at all Times ready, of its own 
Accord, to look out and ſeek for Opportunities of 
doing good to the Souls or Bodies of Men; 
and, when ſuch Opportunities are either found 
or do preſent themſelves, performs the proper 
Office, not grudgingly, or as of Neceſſity, 
but with abounding Chearfulneſs becoming 
the Service of God, who loverh tbe chear ful 
Giver, and rewardeth the willing and obedient 
Servant. Whatever good Works proceed not 
upon this Principle of endeavouring, as much 
as lyeth in us, the Good and Happineſs of all 
Men, as moſt agreeable to the Will and Ap- 
pointment of God, is undoubtedly but a falſe 
Show, is Intrigue or Vanity, may be blowing 
the Trumpet or liſting of Followers, but can 
never be the Grace commended by St. Paul, 
chat Chriſtian Charity without: which, if a Man 

gives

gives all his Goods to the Poor, the Profuſi ion 
ſhall profit him nothing. act 205 eic 3 
That, for Inſtance, can be no Goſpel Ie f 
rality which flows not from the Benignity of 4 
the Heart, but the Weakneſs of the Head, over- J 
reach d, or over- awd. by Uſurpations, or Im- 
poſtures. That can be no good Work, which 
is given to no good Uſe; given, not to relieve 
Mens Wants, or reform their M anners, but to 
purchaſe Pardon for old Sins, or Licence for 
new ones; that can never be the faithful and 
the acceptable Charity, which, (inſtead of bring- 
ing Glory to God, and Increaſe to his Goſpd, 
as our charitable Foundations do, by being Eyes 
to the Blind, and Feet to the Lame, Food and Phy- 
ſic, and Diſcipline to ſuch as want them) idly 
waſtes itſelf on Cruſadoes; Pilgrimages and Pro- 
ceſſions, on Roods, and Reliques, and Agnus Dei 8, 
ang, ſuch like empty Shows of Devotion. 
Thoſe were the genuine, as they are the 
more uſeful Expreſſions of. Chriſtian Charity, 
which appear'd as the Firſt-Fruits of our Re- 
formation upon, the Expulſion of Popery with 
all its idle and voracious Retinue. L mean the 
Endowments. of Schools, and Hoſpitals, the 
Light and. Ute, of which, good. Works; diſplay - 
3 in all Parts of our Land, but more | vi 
abundantly in this Metropolis, ever famous, far #1 
her Hoſpitalities, truly a Mother in her indul- 
gent Proviſions for the Wants and Misfortunes 
of all her Children, and to the other, Cities. of 
the Land, a worthy. Pattern, of pious; and faith- 
ful Economy. So that ſhould the Fautors of 
Lopery renew againſt, us their Charge of Sacri-- 
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lege, mould they accuſe us, as the Heather of 
old accuſed the primitive Chriſtians] for having 
taken up a new, and cheap Religion, on to 
ſave the Coſts and Charges of the old —— ws 
may juſtly anſwer them in the Words of a lear- 
__ Apologiſt in that Age, « Tf is true we waſte 
* fo. much Wealth as vou do in empty Shows, 

ſupenſtitious Oblations, but we ſpend more 
2 Charity, in true Chriftian Charity, - the 
« Poor and N cedy, Fg all ur 7 Devo⸗ 
„ Fions amount to. „ 

For though, upon the Difolution of Mona- 
ſteries nine Parts in ten, as forne- compute, of 
their redundant Wealth, were reſtored to che 
Body of the People, from whoſe miſguided 
Zeal they had receiv'd it, yet, of the remain- 
ing Part hath there been ſuch an happy In- 
creaſe, of the Fragments left, ſo many Baſkets 
full, that out of this one Tenth ſo recover d 
from Miſapplication and Abuſe, Schools and 
Hofpitals have been erected; many more in 
Number than the Monaſteries ſuppteſs d; and 
the Poor and Impotent Fed and Taught, Re- 
form'd, and Reſtor d to themſelves and the 
Common-Wealth in our Proteſtant Convents, 
are and have been not only ten Times as many, 
but ten thouſand Times better intituled to the 
Charity of Chriſtians, than thoſe Legions of 
Papal Partizans aforetime quarter'd in our Mo- 
naſtic Barracks, to Eat up the Good of the 
Land, to drain the Wealth of it inte foreign 


Coffers, and Rule with Rods ww Iren, the 77 | 
lers of our ur People. 
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T And as it was no Deviation from, but a juſt 
and cloſe Proſecution of the original Plan of 
your famous Proteſtant Foundations, when, in 
the latter End of the laſt Century, and under 
Apprehenſions of the Return of Popery, the 
wiſe Men of that Time ſet themſelves to pro- 
| . a competent Number of ſmaller Hoſpitals, 

or parochial Nurſeries for the Chriſtian Educa- 
tion of poor deſtitute Children, and for ſecu- 


ring to them Learning enough, with their Pro- 


teſtant Liberty, to read their Bibles, to ſee with 
their own Eyes, and judge with their own Un- 
derſtandihgs. —— I lay — As this —— from 
the latter, End of [the laſt Century; was the 
Progreſs. of dur reform'd Devotions, confarma- 
ble to the judgment of the firſt Reformers, 
and as our Fathers offer'd theſe Acts of Mercy, 
as Sacrifices ſeaſonable, and proper, for aver- 
ting the 2 then apprehended, ſo, now, 
at this Time, when we are again alarm'd by 
the Boldneſs and Induſtry of the Popiſh Emiſſa- 
ries, it muſt be a Caſbnable Comfort to be af-

ſtanding, the darkeſt Corners of our Land; ill 
be ſo repleniſh'd with Goſpel Light, and Lear 
ning, that where'er the Devetvars ſhall ereep 
in, with their Purgatory, Pilgrimages, Saints, 
and Reliques, with their Penances, Pardons and 
Purifications, and the reſt of their Devices, the 
leaſt Learned of our Catechumens, will be pre- 
pared not only to confound their profoundeſt 
Doctors, with this one puzzling Queſtion' —— 
What Warrant of Scripture have you for theſe 
Things? But to perform alſo the Part of good 
Citizens, as well as of good Chriſtians, in as 
much as Scripture Knowledge raiſes Mens Re- 
gards for their civil, as well as for their reli- 
gious Conſtitutions, not only, as Knowledge i in 
every Degree contributes towards Mens makinj 
due Eſtimates of their ſocial Rights, but as 
Scripture Knowledge in an eſpecial Manner ex- 
plains, and invigorates the Principle of a willing, 
and unforced Obedience to Government, from 
this awful Conſideration, that it is the Ori- 
nance of God or the Good 7 Mankind. A Prin. 
ciple which is, undoubtedly, — the higheſt Se- 
curity to the higher Power, at "the ame Time as 
it ſuggeſts the ftrongef ae een all undue 
Extenfons of if! 

Juſtly may we in the Words of Moſes ay to 
our Jſrael, what Nation is there that hath Sta- 
tutes and Judgments ſo righteous? And what 
could we, as a People, have deſired more, than 
to have this Happineſs, as we now hope it is, 
fully and extenſively underſtood. For, as the 
Lanthorn of God's Word lights the Bible-Scho- 
lars to the cleareſt Knowledge of this great

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Firſt, One obvious Reaſon ariſes from that 
Infatuation which is obſery'd, many Times, to 
ſeize one Sort of thriving, wealthy Men; they 
ſeem to be the wakeful Guardians rather than 
the happy Owners of their Stores! They are in- 
ſatiably greedy of Money whoſe whole Value is 
in its Uſefulneſs, and yet they cannot uſe it, 
when they have it! 755 

This is an Evil, as Solomon beter common 
amongſt Men; there is 4 Man to whom God 
hath given Riches, Wealth, and Honour, fo that 
he wanteth nothing of all that his Soul defireth, 
and yet he hath not power to eat thereof ; Ecel. 

vi. 1. Much leſs hath he Power to give thereof 
unto others, or to do therewith, any Act of Li- 
| berality or Beneficence. The End of all his 
Projects and Purſuits, is to be Rich; and then 
very Rich; and yet can he never think himſelf 
Rich enough to enjoy the Fruits of his E ch 
to rejoice and do good in his Life. 

Secondly, Another Reaſon, for this;! may be, 
that Riches do often invite their Owners to ex- 
penſive Luxuries, the Support of which, fre- 
quently: makes larger Demands upon their Funds, 
than their ordinary Produce can well ſupply. 
And when Men are once taken in this Share; 
they become hard to their Servants, cruel to their 
Tenants, — and rigorous with all their 
Correſpondents, ſagacious in foreſeeing, and as 
dexterous in declining all Invitations to- Expence 
on any pious or charitable Occafion-. In 4 
Word, ſordidly tenacious. of what they have, 
and inſatiably greedy of more chat they may

meaner Fortunes, wiſely contenting themſelves 
Within the Bougds Which Gol and Nature have ? 
aflign d them, do "hereby ſecure a Sufficieficy | 
got only for anſwering All legal Demands, with 1 
Satibfaction to all, but alſo for giving to ſuch as 
want, and for doing ſuch Acts of Beneficence 
as are ſuitable to their Rank and Station in the 
World. — This then is alſo a Reaſon why the 
Rich are more eſpecially to be reminded of this 
Duty; they lye more expoſed than other Men to 
the Temptations of Luxury, and to facrifice to 
their Vanities that Portion of their Goods which 
ſhould be ſet apart for the Honour of God, and 
the Comfort of their indigent Brethren — 
Thirdly, Another Reaſon may be cakp from 
their great Danger of being ſo elated with their 
Wealth, as to forget the Hand that e it, and 
the End for which it was gven. 
This was the Caſe of the Rich Man in the 
Goſpel ; when his Grounds brought forth ſo plen- 
tifully. that he had no Room 8 to beſtow his 
Fruits, inſtead of laying by for Charity as the 
Lord had proſper'd him, inſtead of ſetting out, 
', as a wiſe and faithful Steward would have ſet out; 
a juſt Proportion for the Stranger, the Levite, 
the Fatherleſs, and the Widow; for loofing the 
heavy Burthen, for letting the Ft go free; 
he turns his Thoughts intirely to the enlarging 
his Barns, and feaſting his Senſes, without the 
leaſt Regard for his Fellow Servants, or 'Thank- 
fulneſs to the great God who had given the In- 
creaſe. Such is the Weakneſs of Man's Nature 
| Unable to bear abounding Bleſſings! And ſuch is 
the Ground of that Caution given by Moſes to 
his People, when God ſhonld bleſs thee with 
. Proſpe-

rity, then — then eſpecially to beware tf they 
forgat the Lord, Deut. vi. 12. 

And this fame is the Ground o that ſtrict 
Injunction given by St. Paul to Timothy, and in 
him to all Miniſters of the Goſpel, to charge 
thoſe who are rich in this World, that they be 
not high-minded nor truſt in uncertain .Riches, 
but in theLiving God; that they do good, be rea- 
dy to diſtribute, and 0 on — . Intimating there- 
by, that an ordinary Exhortation was not ſuffi- 
cient for this Sort of extraordinary Men; they 
were to be preſs'd, it ſeems, and authoritatively 
charged to do their Duty, in this Article. 
Fourthly, Another Reafon why the Rich are 
more eſpecially to be reminded of this Duty, a- 
riſes from this Conſideration, that they, if they 
happily avoid the Snares that lye in the Cumu- 
lations of Wealth, if they can take ſuch heed, 
as neither to doat upon their Stores, nor diſſipate 
them in Exceſſes; if they can preſerve themſelves 
from being elated by their Wealth, or inſlaved 
by it, and learn to uſe it ſoberly, and in the 
Fear of God, are undoubtedly, of all Men, beſt 
qualify'd for the Duty of the Text,: the Duty of 
abounding unto good Works, as they abound 
with the Means and Capacities for them; may, 
if they have the happy Turn, be as Gods to 
their Brethren, - ſhower down upon them the 
Bleſſings of this Life, and the Helps to a better; 
do the Things that are great and good too, large 
as their Hearts, and great as their Fortunes. 
Oft this, 1. e. of the great and good Things 
to be done by the Rich and Great, with their 
happy Effects, were we to | produce Examples, 
L | this 
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this City alone would furniſl Inſtances i in abun- 
dance, Inſtances of wile, and faithful Men, Who, 
by this godly, Thrift, have adorn'd their Religion, 
and their Houſes too. The yearly Increaſe of

| thereby 
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thereby to the neareſt Reſemblance of G od; who 


is good to all, but the Apprehenſions of becom- 
ing Bankrupt by their Bounty, of exhauſting 
the Fountains of their own'Sufficiency, by draw- 
ing out too freely for the Relief of other Mens 
Wants. This grand Obſtruction to all good and 
brave Deſigns, this common Refuge of all ſor- 
did, ſelfiſh, narrow-fpirited Men; our. Apoſtle 
here endeavours to take away, by aſſerting it to 
be, as indeed it is, a vain and groundleſs Ter- 
ror; foraſmuch as God who had given to his 


Servants the Promiſes of the Life that now. is, 


as well as of the Life that is to come, and is able 


to perform thoſe Promiſes, would, of very 


Faithfulneſs, ſo cauſe the Fruits of their Righ- 
teouſneſs to abound, that they ſhould be, not the 
poorer, but the richer for their Liberalities. 
And a wiſe Obſerver hath well remark d, hat 


he that giveth to the Poor, lendeth to the Lord, 


and what he layeth out ſhall be paid bim again! 


So that if amongſt the good-natured and well 
diſpoſed, ſome feel a Streightneſs and a Scanti- 
neſs, as it may ſometimes happen, they are not 


preſently to impute this to the open Hand, or 
think God ack in his Promiſes as ſome count

and try their Ways, try and examine whether
